BIG BLAZE IN LAKE COUNTY

Hay to Value of $60,000 Goes
Up Near Paisley.

On the marsh were 38 stacks, each
containing from 100 to 120 tons of bay,
and at least 1000 tons yet in the shock,

Cattle Company; 12 stacks, contaming
100 tong or over ench, and 1300 tons yet
In the shock, belonging to the Hery-
ford Bros, and 160 tons stacked and 500
tons yet in the shock belongin (o
Brattain Bros, All the hay In the sheok
Mad tons, was burnad up and to this
tinte, 16 of the 47 stacks are all that re-
main standing snd all of these 16 except
about six are in imminent danger, and
will burn unless the fire is chécged,
Two hundred men are now on the
marsh with plows, sorapers ond other
Implements, striving to cheek the fire,
Tt is greatly feared the fre will make
Its way to the lower end of the maruh
whera at least 6000 tons more will be
destroyad,

The flerceness of the fire cannot be
realizred -by one not an ey=-witness.
Tules grow ovey the marsh to a height
of six to ¢ight feet, and tall grass, all
of which Is dry, and as the water has
bren turned off for pevernl wooks the
sod Is dry and burns llke so much puck
ed straw. Flames roll over the marsh
and dense clouds of black smoke make
the stene ong never lo be forgotien,
A gust of wind will sometimes ontoh
the Namss and throw them a hundred
feet to catoh In the dry tules,
